“No More Wanted '

This is the Information placarded up on the
fence surrounding the gronnd of the new Post
Office, and which cdrries discontent, not to say
despair, to many an l-\;'r's'l wit bosom. It iz in-
tended for the crowd of lnhorers of all classes
surronnding the grounds and elamoring  for
work of some Kind., The men have just been
paid off for the month of Boptember, the masons
averaging five dollars per day, and the common
laborers two dollars and #eventy-tive cents,  In
all, abiout sixteen thousand dollars was paid out.
About tive hundred men in ail are employed, and
two hundred of these are kept busy from sunset
to sunrise. The new Post Otice, while it is in
process of building, islike heaven in this respect,
that there is no night there. A multiplicity of
Innterns are distributed aroand the grounds, at
night, and there i8 notap hourof the twenty-four
when the clang of the workmue's tools is not
heard. Fortunately the precautions taken by
Superintendent Hubbard, In banking up the ex-
cavations, prevented the raln's dolng any mate-
rial domnage.  Not a single slide of earth or sand
hns taken plage. By the tenth ¢f next month
all the aren walls are expeeted to be up to thelr
prescribed height,as well as the plers of the sup-
port of the main walls, The feport was started
that some [talinn marble had arrived here from
Leghorn, but the fact s, no Tialian marble for
that purpose hns been contracted for. Mean-
while the principal door to the Post Oflice
grounds is constantly begleged with ecrowds of
lookerg-on whose carlosity, I hope, is satisfied.
I stood there one morning wyselt for ive min-
utes, and 1 saw thirteen cart loads of dirt go out
and twenty-two empty carts wo in, My curlosity
was satisfled to repletion.

Our Night Schools,

The fullness of attendance which character-
izes the elty evening schools of New York s a
very happy indication. At some of them the
course of Instruction embraces not only several
of the modern langunwges, hut also some of the
very highest departments ol discipline In nlge-
bra, astronomy, pelitical seience and navigntion.
Of night schools of not quite so adyanced o
elnzs there are no less than three for {eolored
puplls, eleven for females, and fifteen for males,
A ‘great number of foreigners atiend for the
purpose of bLecoming thoroughly wequainted
with the English language, The Free Sehool of
Beience, at the Cooper Institute, is one of the
very best of its clage, and Mre. Poter Cooper, at
the commoencement of the present season, very
g(:lit‘l‘l?ll!‘1}’ endowed it with twenty thousand
dollurs, which are to be spedl in enlargiog the
stock of instrumonts, 1t 1 not to be doubted
that these night sehools exert an influence which
has not hitherto been appreciated, bt which, in
some degrée, restrain the demorulizing tenden-
cles of Black Crook and kindred isms.
